waiting to assign Ihe suffereis to various 
places to be taken care of. Jt was n pil- 
iable procession that marched from the 
Southern Pacillc depot to the opera- 
house, 
Old men and women, middle- 


aged people and babies in arms were in 
the party. They were sorrowful and de- 
jected, many of them sick, others Injured, 
and alt heart-broken.

exposure, and many a grown person's 
cheeks wcte wet with sympathetic tears

scene presented. Quietly the refugees 
were distributed about and the meeting 
adjourned.

FEEDING SORGHUM. 


Che Successful Experiment Made Ijy a Kan 


Has Agriculturist. 


I feed sorghum fodder to my stock 


^horses, cattle and sheep) freeiy, once, 
twice or three times a day, depending 
upon its abundance relative to other 
eed. 
Last winter sorghum composed 


tho bulk of my rough feed, as I only 
md some ten tons of hay, four tons of 
millet and a little wheat straw in addi- 
tion to mv sorghum; there were over 
eighty tons of that. With this feed 
and a small amount of grain I carried 
through the winter eleven head of 
:iorses, seventy-two head ot c.tttle and 
forty-two C'olswold sheep. These ani- 
mals wen; not nearly starved through 
the winter—coming out "by the skin 
of their teeth;" they were in a thrifty 
and crowing condition. 
1 should, per- 


haps? add here that my horses and a 
large portion of my cattle had the use 
of a warm stable, which should account 
tor something in solving the feed prob- 
lem. I usually feed sorghum in bulk. 
When 1 feed meal or mill stulV, Ipass a 
uortion of the sorghum through my 
straw-cutter and mix it with the prov- 
ender; in this condition my stock relish 
it, and it i.s most excellent tor them. 
I'o be brief, feett your sorghum fodder 
as you would timothy or clover hay. 
I think it is equally as nourishing, and 
I h.t\e never used tun dry fodder that 
ivill keep the bowels of my stock in so 
natural condition as sorghum does. 
Feed freely with our prairie hay; it will 
counteract its binding tendency.
